The increase 
raises the duty from 30 cents 
per bushel to 42 cents. 
Very little Canadian wheat is sold 
in the United States, 
farmer-labor 
senators said today, although much 
Canadian wheat is milled 
in 
this 
country for export and hence pays 
no tariff. 
President Coolidge increased 
the 
rate on flour from t i cents per hund­ 
redweight to $1.04, while the duty 
on bran was reduced from 15 per 
t ent ad valorem to 7 % per cent. 
The new rates become effective in 
thirty days. 
Tho president was able 
to c h a n g e them under the 
flexible 
provisions of tile McCumber 
tariff 
set. 
Representative 
Sidney Anderson 
Minnesota, who as chairman of the 
ouneil on wheat, is largely respons­ 
ible for the Increase, declared he Is 
sincere in his belief that the tariff 
should he high to protect against 
Canadian wheat.

Chester, Pa., March 6 —A Bible, be­ 
lieved to be the oldest In private pod 
(canton In the United States, is owned 
by Dr. Harry Cohen, the rabbi of the 
Jewish Community of Chester. 
The Bible is a large folio Behew 
Bible, published in Venice by Daniel 
Bombers In 1518 and is the third of 
our volumes known as the first Rab­ 
binical Bible. 
The first complete edition 
of the 
Anglish Bible was the version of Cov­ 
edale, printed in 1535, according to 
Dr. C ohen, who has been specializing 
)n Bibb1 research work.

ids time there had already appeared

A German version of the

BIBLE PRINTED IN 151P 


Chester, Pa., March 6.—A Bible, be 
loved to be the oldest in private pos­ 
session in the United States, is owned 
by Dr. Harry Cohen, the rabbi of the 
Jewish Community of Chester. 
The Bible Is a large folio Behew 
Bible, published in Venice by Daniel 
Bom berg In 1518 and Is the third of 
'our volumes known as the first Rah 
finical Bible. 
Th** first complete edition 
of the 
Anglish Bible was the version of Cov­ 
edale, printed in 1535, according to 
Dr. Cohen, who has been specializing 
in Bible research work. 
But before 
his time there had already appeared 
number of translations 
in 
other 
anguages. 
The Latin Vulgate, supposed to have 
ieen the first book printed, was issued 
n 1458. 
A German version of the 
iible appeared as early as 1466 and 
.cfore 1522 there were no less than 
4 printed editions of the Scriptures 
n High German and three in Low 
Jerman. 
The first Italian Bible was printed 
n 1471, Dutch In 1477, French in 1478 
md Bohemian In 1488, according to 
Dr. Cohen. Luther’* Bible did not ap­ 
pear as a whole until 3534.
